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REE TRADE ENGLAND. 

The free-trade southerner who has 
deen enabled to carry a mind saturated 
with the doctrines of Calhoun into the 
White House, partly as a result of Demo- 
cratic hunger for office and partly as a con- 
sequence of the insane ambition and re- 
morseless treachery of Roosevelt, may suc- 
ceed in forcing his free-trade tariff through 
the Senate. If he shall do so the people of 
this nation will be in the condition of the 
dog who dropped his bone in the water 
to seize the shadow, of it, and so had no 
bone, and went without his supper. 

Great Britain is now the only free-trade 
nation in the world, and her statesmen are 
seriously considering whether it will not 
be well for her to undo the folly of 1346 
and return to the protective policy under 
which she achieved a great and a wonder 
ful prosperity in the first half of the last 
century—a prosperity greater and more 
wonderful than has resulted from her free- 
trade policy. 

Great Britain in 1846 deliberately sacri- 
ficed her farmers to her manufacturers. In 
order that the latter should be abie to en- 
ter and hold foreign markets it was neces- 
sary to make cheap goods. Cheap gooda 
required cheap labor, and cheap labor could 
not be had without cheap food. Cheap food 
was procured from the cheapest markets 
in the world and imported free into Great 
Britain. English, Irish, Seotch and Welsh 
agricultural laborers became factory hands. 
The farms of Great Britain, which were 
once marvelous examples of intensive cul- 
tivation, became pasture lands. One of the 
important exporta of England for many 
years has been the stable and sewer ma- 
nures, millions of tons of which are sent 
abroad, for it is useless to fertilize lands 


many years immensely swollen in volume, 
but the men and women who made the 
goods earned less than one-half the amount 
paid operatives in America, and the
